TALKS ARE TAKING PLACE IN PEKING'S GREAT HALL OE PEOPLE. 
VANCE WAS GREETED BY EOREIGN MINISTER HUANG HUA AND THE 
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CHIEF OF CHINESE LIAISON OFFICE IN WASHINGTON HUANG CHEN. 

AT LEAST INITIALLY, THE CHINESE ARE STIDKING TO STRICT 
PROTOCOL. ON KISSINGER'S TRIPS HE USUALLY MET WITH 
HIGHER-RANKING OFFICIALS, BUT ALL THIS IS IN KEEPING WITH 
CAUTIOUS AND SOMEWHAT STRAINED ATMOSPHERE THAT SEEMS TO 
PREVAIL HERE. 

FIRST MEETING DESCRIBED AS MORE OF MONOLOGUE THAN DIALOGUE. 
IT RAN TWO AND HALF HOURS. SEC VANCE WAS ONLY SPEAKER. 

THERE WERE NO QUESTIONS FROM CHINESE AS HE OUTLINED THE 
ADMINISTRATION'S POLICIES ON AREAS OF MUTUAL INTEREST, WITH 
WITH EXCEPTION OF TAIWAN. THAT KEY ISSUE IS EXPECTED TO 
COME UP LATER AND AT LENGTH. 

THE WELCOMING BANQUET WAS GIVEN BY FOREIGN MINISTER HUANG. 
IT WAS LOW KEY AFFAIR-ROOM AND CROWDS SMALLER THAN THOSE 
AT SIMILAR BANQUETS IN PAST. ANOTHER SUBTLE SIGN THAT 

CHINESE ARE ALSO DOWNPLAYING TRIP.

BOTH THE FOREIGN MINISTER AND VANCE MADE THE CEREMONIAL 
ROUNDS OF TABLES TOASTING THE GUESTS. 

THE CHINESE TRY NOT TO EMBARRASS THEIR GUESTS, ESPECIAL- 
LY ON SOCIAL OCCASIONS. SO IN THE TOAST, THE AMERICANS 
WERE SIMPLY REFERRED TO CHAIRMAND HUA'S RECENT FOREIGN 
POLICY REMARKS AT PARTY CONGRESS. BUT IN THOSE REMARKS HE 
SAID TAIWAN IS CHINA'S SACRED TERRITORY; WE ARE DETER- 
MINED TO LEBERATE TAIWAN, WHEN AND HOW IS ENTIRELY 
CHINA'S INTERNAL AFFAIR, WHICH BROOKS NO INTERFERENCE 
WHATSOEVER. SO ONCE AGAIN THE CHINESE HAVE MADE THEIR
